Predicated upon the assumption that 
prohibition, will be defeated, financiers 
and promoters believe that the election 
next Tuesday will be followed by «a 
notable revival in the St. Leuls realty 
market. The completion of scores of 
réalty and »duilding operations, embrac- 
ing large department stores, hotels and 


apartment houses, and many minor 
trausactions which have been in abey- 
ance by reason of the prohibition issue, 
will expand operators say; the volume 
‘of trade to -inprecedented proportions. 

“Conditions have been tending for a 
long time toward a greater St. Louis,” 
declared A. O. Rule, president of the 

‘ 8t. Louls Real Estate Exchage yes- 
terday, “but the success of prohibition 
would,” he declared, “have es reaction- 
ary effect in the growth of the city. 

“Attention,”” Rule says, “is now fo- 
cused on St. Louis by virtue of the 
geographical position of the city, which 
as a manufacturing and. distributing 
center has admittedly surpassing ad- 
vantages. 

Bridge Arbitrary Near End. 

"The only obstacle to che growth of 
the city is the bridge arbfrary. This 
is destined to be soon broken. Antici- 
pating the rémoval of the freight em* 
bargo, many big concerns are being lo- 
cated In.this city, which, obviously, is 
on the eve of an awakening which 
promises to mark the most importane 
epoch in the history of its development. 
As a barrier to the growth of the city, 
prohibition would eclipse that of the 
bridge arbitrary. 

“While there has been a cessation in 
large realty and building operations in 
the. city, the situation in St. Louis other- 
wise, js most gratifying. The office 
buildings of the city are more than 9 
per cent tenanted, and in some’ in- 
stances, entirely occupied, as is the case 
of the Title Guaranty Trust: buliding, 
formerly the Linceln Trust building, at 

the southwest corner of Seventh and 
Chestnut streets, which, according to its 
agents, Franciscus & Kunz, is now com- 
pletely. occupied. The demand + for 
wholesale ‘and manufactur buildings 
exceeds the supply, vacanciel being only 
in the retail) districts where rents have 
been raised to prohibitory figures. 

Promise of Untenanted Houses. 

“The exit of the unemployed from the 
‘elity with the exclusion of many large 
industries from 8t. Louis would, real 
estate men deciare, glut the market 
with vacant dwellings and flats. This 
would cause great depreciation § in 
realty values, and effect the ruin of 
many persons whose accumulations of 
years have been invested in these prop- 
erties, but which would go glimmering 

, ‘with the advent of prohibition.

Lonesome Without Family. 

Separation from his wife and three 
children, who were in Columbus, O, 
and inability to find a place here which 
would enable him to bring them to St. 
Louls to live, had worried Eggers 
greatly. He left a letter to Hodge in 


which he cdcclared he preferred death | 


to living longer apart from his family. 

“I've had hard luck all the way and 
hardly any money,’’ he wrote. ‘‘Watch 
and chain are pawned, and 1 owe for 
my suit of clothes. No good job, and 
besides, I am away from my dear wife 
and babies and no chance to get them 
here. * * * See that my dear “little 
Marie gets my old. silver dollar.” 

The coin spoken of. was one which Eg- 
gers carried as a luck-piece. It was a 
dollar of 1842. 

Eggers formerly ran % cigar store in 
Columbus. He came to St. Louis in 
June, and first was salesman for a 
mineral: water company, then an em- 
ploye of a shoe. factory.
